Report of the Séoretary of the g, F. 
City Society. | 


Although two full y years have passed 
since the organization of this society, 
it is really but a little more than one 
year since it was sufficiently developed 
to accomplish any considerable amount 
of work. The rapid growth of our city, 
the character of its population, the re- 
sults of our first year’s work, reveal the 
fact most clearly that we have. not be- 
gun a moment too soon to organize our 
forces for a life-long campaign against 
existing evils and for the relief. of the 
distress and sorrow that are sure to. be 


well as the Old World. Upon our ap- 
preciation of the work, our estimate of 
the souls of the poor and lowly, and 
upon the energy and liberality we be- 
stow, depend our present continued and 
ultimate success in which those who, are 
engaged seem in the most impressive 
manner to resemble Him who, when on 
earth, went about healing the sick,’ 
feeding the hungry, comforting and 
cheering the hearts of those who were 
ready to perish. Those who do: not 
visit the poor and distressed know but 
little of the need of just this missionary | 
labor which this society performs. 
Were it more liberally sustained, there 
would still be need of ,the organization 
of additional societies like those in 
other large American cities. A ladies’ 
christian home and boarding house for 
young and middle-aged women is some- 
thing that our missionaries find to be 
an urgent necessity; their practical util- 
ity in the Atlantic States has been fully 
demonstrated, and many a poor and 
worthy young woman who is obliged to 
earn her own living, has found in these 
homes a place of cultivation and com- 
fort which makes her life‘a blessing to 
herself and an honor to the community 
where she resides. It is time to move 
for the establishment of such a home in 
our city. 

The establishment of a christian 
home for young men—strangers coming 
among us by increasing thousands — 
they need a home where they shall be 
greeted with friendly welcome from 
hearts who know that there is no place} 
so lonely for a stranger as a great city | 
like this. It will pay largely in our 
character and reputation in the future} 
to welcome and care for them as chris- 
tian brothers. A boys’ lodging house 
is also found to be a great necessity for} 
children whose parents are dead — or, 
worse than dead. A little wanderers’ ai 
home needs also to be provided, for 
waifs drifting on the tide without pilot, 
compass or helmsman. A working wo- 


another developed « necessity. These 
are all wants and necessities discovered 
by the daily visits of our missionaries 
in paths that we visit not once a year. 

We congratulate our city on the suc- 
cess of our Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation inthe completion of their new 
building; and anticipate great good to 
be accomplished by the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, recently organ- 
ized. Notwithstanding, we need the 
new homes above mentioned, where 
these associations can superintend and 
care for their occupants. It has been 
said by a recent visitor from the East- 
ern States that on the completion of the 
Pacific Railroad, a million of people 
will seek our shores, who dare not risk 
a sea voyage. This, at first thought, 
seems incredible, but we all remember 
what a terror the thought of a sea voy- 
age to the ‘‘ Nor’west coast” had, and 
even now has, upon many minds. But 
by railroad they will come in vast num- 
bers, and with them the usual propor- 
tion of misfortune, trial, disappointment 
and broken hearts —not that they will. 
have any more of these by coming to 
this fairer clime, probably less. But 
these woes follow the: human race wher- 
ever they go; and’those of us who are} 
favored and blessed of God must care 
for them as fellow-soldiers in the great| 
battle of life. Where the conflict is the 
sharpest, we must be the quickest to 
care for those who are wounded and 
those who fall. ~~ ~~

Literary JHutelligence. 


The fullest reading room for periodi- 
cals in the United States is said to be 
that of the Boston Public Library, where 
there are 287 periodicals. The Cooper 
Union, New York, has: 215; the New 
York Mercantile Library, 150; the li- 
brary of Congress, 123; and the Boston 
Atheneum, 115. Probably the best re- 
ligious reading-room in America is that 
of the General Theological Library of 
Boston, which has 84 periodicals. The 
value of a library is not merely in the 
number of its volumes, but chiefly in 
their character, and in their not being | 
duplicates. The General Theological 
Library has between 6,000 and 7,000 
volumes only, but it is worth more than 
some single libraries that could be men- 
tioned of 20,000 books, certainly for 
practical use—since there are no dupli- 
cates, and since there are single volumes 
that are worth $100 each; and a single 
‘‘This library,” 
as a Boston writer remarks, ‘‘has had a 
rapid growth for one that began with- 


out money or books seven years ago, 


and that has no treasury of a wealthy 
city to draw upon, but relies alone upon | 
voluntary subscriptions. It is the first 
and only library of the kind in the world 
—a religious library for the benefit of 
all denominations of Christians, and for 
the public at large.”

Nor is this altogether from a lack of 
ability to do so; for in many cases they 
are quite wealthy. It is mainly due to 
wrong teaching. A few preachers, in 
the early settlement of the country, felt 
themselves especially called to preach a 
crusade against what they called ‘‘a 

college-learned and hireling 
Coming here when six hundrted and 
forty acres of the finest land on the 


continent were given by the Government 


to every family that chose to occupy 
it, these ministers, in many cases, by 
the natural advance in real estate, find 
themselves entirely independent of any 
support from the people. One preacher 
supplies four or five churches, preach- 
ing to each once a month; and this will 
be almost spoiled to many, if it has 
been premeditated—much more if writ- 
ten. The preacher may thus stick to 
his farming as many days in the week 
as his people, and then, when Sunday 
comes, he has but to open his mouth 
wide to have a full and free gospel flow, 
without money and without price. 


Where the distance is such as to render 


it necessary to spend a portion of the 
week-day to get to and from the place 
of meeting, there is sometimes some 
compensation offered the preacher. A 
good brother, who has such a circuit as 
I have described, explained to me re- 
cently the scale by which this was com- 
puted by a church that wished to en- 
gage his services. He was to keep an 
-account of the days or half days which 
he lost from his farm, in going and re- 
turning from his monthly visit; and | 
they were liberal enough to allow him 
an amount sufficient to pay the wages 
‘of a man in his stead; but then he was 
‘not to count in the Sundays, as that 
would involve oe pay for Sunday 
work.

The Properties of Tea. 


The physiological . properties of tea 
are similar to those of coffee; it is 
slightly astringent and tonic, and when 
used without milk or sugar is a simple 
remedial agent in nausea and indiges- 
tion; but F sugar is added it is con- 
verted into a thin syrup, which is more | 
apt to produce indigestion than the con- 
sumption of many times its weight of 

ure candy, since sugar is more digesti- 
ble in the concentrated than in’ the 
diluted state. It is agnild stimulant to 
the skin and kidneys, it prevents sleep- 
iness, counteracts the effects of alcohol, 
and reduces the rate of waste of the | 
tissues, ani action supposed to be due to 
the theine, or peculiar principle of the 
plant, the quantity of which is variously 
estimated from one-half of o1ie to four 
per cent., and which closely resembles 
caffeine, or the rinciple of coffee. It 
is also an of considerable 
power, and the rapid ‘imcrease’of the 
population in China is by some, sup- 
posed to be due to its universal use by 
all classes. In addition to its other 
properties, the Chinese regard it as a 
preventive of gout and calculus. It no 
doubt has the power of preventing the

She furnishes 
vast supplies of cigars and tobacco, worth enormous | 
wums. She holds the key to our entire Gulf trade. She 

control all our commerce with the West Indies, East 
and Northern,South America. The United States 
could never consent that a strong maritime power should ; Ch 
hold Cuba. In the hands of Spain tle “ever faithful 
isle” has been an object of persistent plunder and op- 
sion. Thousands of Cubans have been educated in 
the United States, and entertain sentiments of profound 
dislike to the iron rule of the mother country. For years | 
this feeling has been gaining in strength, only awaiting 
opportunity to. develop itself. Spain has in every case 
‘manifested her inability to manage colonial possessions. 
‘Whatever her capacity for conquest, she has never shown 
any ability to keep. One by one she has béen shorn of 
colonies so vast that each has since become a separate 
nationality. The insurrection now raging in the “‘ gem 
of the Antilles” can never, in our opinion, be sup- 
pressed by Spain, which is herself the theatre of political 
. Atrocities that would gladden the heart of 
the vilest Apache have been inaugurated by Spanish vol- 
-unteers and indorsed by the Captain-General. The con- 
flict is now one of extermination. Cuba is so widely 
separated from the mother country; her interests are so 
much at variance with Spanish rule; her people are so 
outraged at long years of increasing oppression; her 
progress has been so much retarded by unwise and in- | 
iquitous legislation, that they have the geographical, 
moral and commcrcial right to be freed from an intoler- 
able yoke. If the United States were to unhesitatingly 
recognize Guban independence it might be considered an 
act of aggression; but, in our opinion, it would simply 
be doing justice to otr own very important interests. 
What is the history of mankind but the record of aggres- 
sions? Stripped of all disguise it atiounts to that, and 
no more. What instigated the campaigns of the Baby- 
lonish and Egyp@jan monarchs against the Israelites? 
What suggested the wars of David, Joshua and other 
Jewish leaders? What sent, Cesar to Germany, Gaul 
and Britain, and what brought Hannibal to Europe? 
What urged Alexander to attack Persia and India, and 
impelled Xerxes to assail Greece; sent the Crusaders to 
the Holy Land, Genghis Khan and Timour to Europe, 
the Normans to England, England to India, Span to 
Mexico and South America, Russia to China and India, 
and France to Mexico? Of all the large powers that have 
“ever existed the United States is the only one that 
has refrained from aggression. But an early recognition 
of the Cuban Government would not be an aggressive 
_ act, for there is good ground to believe that Captain- 
‘General Dulce is intriguing to bring France and Eng- 
land into the complication. This should be forestalled, 
if possible, by giving the Cubans the moral force of our 
recognition. They have been enormously taxed without 
representation. They have been governed and controlled 
‘by the bayonet. They have been denied all offices of 
trust and profit. They have been erushed to enrich 
Spain. They have never enjoyed a single attribute of 
freedom, and a war of extermination is now waged 
against them by the parties at whose hands they have al- 
“veady suffered so much. Every barrel of flour imported 
from the mother country has been taxed $2 50;. every 
one imported from foreign sources paid $8 tax. Every 
article exported from the island has been loaded down 
with export duties. Seventy-five per cent. of her soil re- 
mains uncultivated and unimproved; her mines are: un- 
- developed, and all her resources beggared and repressed. 
Within cannon-shot of our shores, figuratively speaking, 
exists the most odious despotism in the whole world. 
This condition of things must end. It is pernicious to 
our best interests that it should continue. We should 
lend moral help, at least, to the struggling insurgents, 
and we are greatly in error if public opinion throughout 
the United States does not very soon lead to this con-
